Potsdam, July 23--,'AP)—The 


American delegation to the Big 
Three conference reported progress 
today in a 15-word announcement:

amid reports that both President 
Truman and Prime Minister Chur- 
chill were anxious to speed the 
deliberations.

ory S. Land, chairman of the U. S. 
Maritime Commission hero for dis- 
cussions looking to post-war util- 
ization of America's big merchant 
fleet. Lt. Gen. Lucius Clay, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower's deputy in Ger- 
many, had dinner with the presi- 
dent.

the homeland. As remarked in a 
previous column, they are follow- 
ing the Hitlerian strategy of bat- 
tling for time in hope that some 
fluke will save them. 


Great things depend on what 


Stalin said to Soong, and more es- 
pecially what the generalissimo is 
saying to President Truman and 
Prime Minister Churchill in Pots- 
dam right now. Observers on the 
scene believe that both America 
and England are pressing for the 
quickest possible action to end the 
Japanese war. 
If this is so, it pre- 


sumably means that they are using 
their best arguments to bring 
mighty Russia into the conflict for 
a speedy clean-up. 
* * • 


The Jap plan of defense, as se«n 


by many military experts, is four- 
fold. 
First, of course, comes a 


last ditch stand against invasion 
of the mother country. Their re- 
maining sea fleet—now reduced to 
a shadow of its former self—and 
their heavily depleted sky navy 
will figure in this, perhaps to the 
last ship and !a«t plane. The Jap- 
anese coast undoubtedly is heavily 
mined and the defenses are formid- 
able. 
Then we shall have to face 


the army, and of this Meritas. 
British official military commenta- 
tor, says: 


"The Japanese home army, some 


2,000.000, 
backed by the 
home 


guard, will fight literally to the 
last man—unless (and it is a pos- 
sibility) hunger and humiliation of 
failure causes their morale to be-

But that's only part of the story, 


for Japan's eyes were bigger than 
her stomach in the matter of con- 
quests. She banked on the axis to 
smash the allies, and so she over- 
ran everything in sigiit. 
The re- 


sult is that her rorces and re- 
sources are hopelessly divided and 
must fight separate actions. 


It is clear that the Jap war- 


lords have written off Idoncsia as 
lost, but have orderer" their gar- 
risons in the various theaters t) 
fight suicide delaying: actions. This 
Involves French Indo-China, the 
Malay peninsula. Singapore. Su- 
matra. Java, and the small part of 
Burma still in their hands. 


They have abandoned southwest- 


ern China, and their strategy for 
the rest of the continent seems to 
be this: They will hold strongly 
along; the southeastern coast, espe- 
cially in the Shanghai 
theater. 


They will attempt to defend north- 
ern China along the line of the 
great Yangtze river. And of course 
they will hang onto Manchuria for 
dear life, since that i.« their block- 
house for defense against Russia.

Still an Inefficient Machine 
The strike of New York's news- 


paper deliverymen, settled altei 17 
days, presented another dismaying 
example of the confused, bewild- 
ered and inefficient state in which 
our wartime labor relations ma- 
chinery continues to operate. 


There had been little or no pub- 


lic approval of this strike. Con- 
census was that the union's lead- 
ership was short-sighted, wrong- 
headed and stubborn, and brought 
upon us membership a wholly un- 
necessary avalanche of ill will and 
governmental sanctions. 


Yet if the 
union's 
expedient 


course was clear, the path which 
that course would have taken was 
marked by many pitfalls. Most of 
them were created by tht- wartime 
labor relations law known a« the 
Smith-Connally Act, which seems 
to work more badly the lunger it 
is in force. 


The news deliverymen followed 


the act's provisions in declaring 
that a dispute existed and. in due 
time, taking a strike vote. And 
since their work was not a direct 
contribution to the war's prosecu- 
tion, the strike which loiioweu v-na 
not illegal. 
(The Smitli-Connally 


Act docs not, in fact, declare a 
:-.rike in war industries to hi- il- 
legal in so many words, but it does 
provide penalties for those who 
incite such a strike). 


The strikers then found them- 


selves confronted with a War La- 
bor Board order which, in eontia- 
vention of the 
(Smith-Connally) 


law of the land, 
declared 
the 


strike illegal. 
And the basis of 


this declaration was not law or 
even 
executive order, 
but 
the 


pledge of organizations entirely 
outside the government to refrain 
from striking 


Labor's no-slnke pledge- kept 


in spirit though not 
always in 


fact—is right and admirable. The 
Smith-Connally ACL is in neither. 
Yet the latter is law'and the for- 
mer is not. 


The solution remains the same: 


change the law. But congress, as 
persistently wrong and stubborn in 
this case as the striking newsmen, 
still refuses to admit thai it pulled 
a boner and take steps to correct 
it.
